NORTHCLIFFE M. 
“TRY T0 HELP THE U.S 


He Will Endeavor to Keep U. S. 
From. Repeating Britain's 
Mistakes in War. 


WASHINGTON, June 11. —-Lord North - 
cliffe, it was learned here from a man 
in close touch with the allied represen- 
tatives in this country, will direct the 
greater part of his influence toward 
forestalling a repetition by this coun- 
try of Great Britain's mistake at Galli- 
poli by sending an army to France be- 
fore this country has the ships neces- 
sary to maintain it. 

Premier David Lloyd George, it is 
known here, has been in regular com- 
munication with a special agent here for 
months. This representative had special 
instructions from the British Premier to 
learn at first hand what America is do- 
ing, what she is not doing, and what she 
expects to do. He is looking keenly at 
the probability of her repeating the mis- 
takes so serious to Great Britain. The 
reports to the Premier, particularly those 
that related to delays in the shipbuild- 
ing program and the food program, were 
of such a nature that Lord Northcliffe's 
mission was decided upon hurriedly. 


Agrees With British View. 

An official of the Government whose 
views have coincided with those of the 
British is Theedore brent, vice chair- 
man of the United States Shipping Com- 
mission, of which William Denman is 
the head. 

Brent, just priors to the charges 
against Gen. Goethals by Clark and 
Eustis, discussed the sending of an 
army of 500,000 workers to France from 
this country to rebuiid the railroads be- 
hind the French lines. He was aske:i 
if, with all the ships this Government 
is now butiding and all that will be 
ave'lable, this country would be able 
to keep the army of workers behind the 
French, lines. 

He replied: 

“No, not with the ships that we now 

know, will be available, when taken into 
consideration with the other demands 
that will be made upon us for‘ ten- 
nage. 
“I don’t know what are the intentions 
of the War Department about sendit:g 
troops to France or elsewhere, but. 
within a year, with the present outlook 
for ships, we could not supply food and 
other necessities to a million men. (t is 
a reasonable deduction that the size of 
any military expedition must be deter- 
mined upon by the ability of the nation 
to follow them with ships. 

“Italy, we are told, needs 260,000 tons 
of coal a month to maintain her as aa 
effective fighting foree, We have to sup- 
ply ships to carry it over.

WASHINGTON, June 11.— The Lo- 
erty Loan campaign today entered 
upon its last lap in the effort to raise 
$2,000,000,000 by June 15, when the 


subscription period ends. 

Small subscribers by thousands, or 
‘even milifons, must come in this 
week to make the loan a success. 
Treasury officials count strongly on 
the help of the men and women with 
mall savings who will loan their 
dollars to the Government for the 
nation’s war against Germany. Two 
days ago $700,000,000 remained to be 
raised and the amount probably is 
not much less today. 

To help in the bond selling cam- 
paign, school, church and public 
building bells tonight will ring four 
times to remind citizens of the four 
days left in which to subscribe. To- 
morrow. they will ring three times, 
Wednesday twice and Thursday once. 
„Friday, Which happens to be Flag 
day, will be marked by the blowing 
of whistles, ringing of bells, patriotic 
Lrallies and torchlight parades. 

Totals of subsc-iptions to the Liberty 
Loan, aggregating %1,300,000,000, as an- 
nounced Friday by Secretary McAdoo, 
have been müde ublſe by the Treasury 
Department, showing that not one of 
the 12 Federal Reserve districts has sub- 
seribed to its min:mum allotment, al- 
though New York, with the most favor- 
able showing, has nearly reached the 
minimum. 

Subacriptions Reported. 

In some instances the amount of sub- 
scription from Federal Reserve dis- 
tricts has fallen to leas than one-third 
of the allotments. The figures made 
public are based upen actual subscrip- 
tior-s forwarded to the reserve banks.

The Chicago @ Alton has ceased 
running trains into South Cedar, oppo- 
site Jefferson City, as the track is un- 
der water and the depot is flooded.

He had not been told that he was 
not to be harmed. Instead, the whole 
effort of his captors was to convince 
him that his last hour had come, and t 
get a statement from him which would 
have the supposed value of an ants- 
mortem declaration. 

Expected to Be Killed.

Union Takes Prisoner Jowett 
and MacDonald, Labor Party 
Leaders. 


LONDON, June 11.—Members of the 
National Seamen’s and Firemen’s Union 
have taken prisoner Frederick W. Jow- 
ett, president of the Independent Labor 
party, and James Ramsay Ma Donald. 
chairman of the Labor party, both inem- 
bers of Parliament who were about to 
sail for Petrograd. 

An enthusiastic demonstration Was 
held in Trafalgar Square to protest 
against permitting MacDonald and Jow- 
ett to proceed to Petrograd on account 
of their supposed pacifist leanings The 
meeting was opened by the reading of 
the following telegram from Capt. Tup- 
per of the Seamen’s and Firemans 
Union: 

I have MacDonald and Jowett pris- 
oners. The crew refuses to sail with 
them. 

The Trafalgar Square demonstration 
brought together great crowds. Joseph 
Havelock Wilson, president of the Na- 
tional Seamans’ Union, in the course of 
a speech, said: 

“This is no new question. I wrote 18 
months ago a protest to the council of 
the German Transport Federation 
against sumbarine barbarities and 
warned the council that unless it pro- 
tested against the U-boat warfare my 
union would refuse to participate after 
the war in any conference that included 
Germans. The answer I received was 
that my proposal was laughed at and 
that the U-boats were perfectly justified 
in acting as they did.“ 

Strength of Organized Labor. 


Wilson said there were 3,500,000 organ- 
ized workers in Great Britain and if 
Ramsay MacDonald was able to get a 
half million of those votes in his favor, 
the union would immediately withdraw 
the boycott. If MacDonald wished to 
go to Petrograd, said the eMamans'’ pres- 
ident, let him produce his credentials to 
represent British labor. 

Capt. Tupper, in an announcement 
made at the port where MacDonald and 
Jowett were held, seid there should he 
no lawlessness. If the aw had to be 
broken, he would not ask his men to 
break it, but would break it himself 
and suffer the consequences. He said 
that, if MacDonald and Jowett were 
to get away by a destroyer, he would 
be in Petrograd as soon as they were.

The tele- 
gram requested the Premier to cance! 
the passports of the delegates, in view 
of the overwhelming mass of British ‘ 
opinion opposed to their proceeding to 
Russia. 
A late telegram from the port where 
MacDonald and Jowett are held says 
that the deputation is returning to Lon- 
don, the seamen having absoluteiy re- 
fused to permit the delegates to sail. 


ONLY 50 GERMAN REFUGEES 
| __ REGISTER IN MEXICO CITY 


Men Who Filed From United States 
Fearing Internment Say They Are 
Unable to Obtain Assistance. 


MEXICO CITY, June 11.—Only 50 
German refugees from the United 
States are registered in the German 
Consulate General here, and virtually 
all of them complain that the local 
representatives of the Kaiser’s Gov- 
ernment are indifferent to their needs. 
No German without “Von” before 
his name can expect to receive con- 
sideration or assistance from either 
the German legation or the Consular 
authorities, the refugees say. In- 
stances are cited of the inhospitable 
attitude manifested by the Kaiser's 
representatives and German residents 
patriots who fled from the United 
States at the beginning of the war 
because they feared they would be in- 
terned. 

German firms and representatives 
of the German colony have informed 
these wayfarers that whatever means 
they have at their disposal are solely 
for the benefit of Germans perma- 
nently resident in Mexico. Numerous 
inquiries have been made at the 
American embassy and the consulate 
general as to the possibility of the 
refugees returning to the United 
States and becoming American citi- 
zens.

Uns A MILE 


Rates Are Increased on East Side 
of River, but Remain the 
Same in St. Louis. 


The practice of crossng Eads and 
McKinley bridges by street car and 
taking trains for Chicago at East St 
Louis or Granite City, in order to save 
$1.12 on ratiroad fare, stopped this 
morning wnen all Illinois railroads pur 
into effect a 2.4 cents a nile intrastate 
rate, to and between all points in the 
State. 

The increased paesenger rate was or- 
dered several months ago by the In- 
terstute Commerce Commission, and 
was upheld last week by Judge Dyer in 
the Federal Court here, although IIII. 
nois has an existing 2-cernt fare law. 

Today the fare from East St. Louis to 
Chicago on all railroads is $6.74. The 2 
cent rate was $5.62. From Granite City 
the fare is $6.62, compared with $5.50 un- 
der the 2-cent rate. The fare from St. 
Louis to Chicago, $6.97, remains un- 
changed. 

The compliance of the railroads with 
Judge Dyer's order ends the discrimina- 
tion in the Chicago and Illinois rates 
about which the Chamber of Commerce 
has complained for several years.

Demand of Gen. Chang Hsun, 
Who Has Troops in Pekin 
That Parliament Dissolve, 
Rejected. 


———ͤ —Üñ— 


PEKIN, June 11.— Events are mov- 
ing rapidly toward a crisis in the 
political situation. Gen. Chang Hsun, 
former Military Governor of Anhwel 
province, several thousands of whose 
troops have arrived in Pekin, has de 
livered an ultimatum demanding the 
dissolution of Parliament within 48 
hours. 

The Associated Press is informe 1 
officially that President Li Yuan 
Hung has refused to accede to this 
demand unless such action may be 
taken in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the Constitution. Mem- 
bers are urging the President not to 
dissolve Parliament, thus forcing 
Chang Hsun to act in violation of the 
Constitution. N 

President Li Yuan Hung declines 
to offer an unconditional resignation. 

The former -imperial household has 
dispatched a communication to Par- 
liament announcing that it is not 
connected with any attempt that is 
being made to restore the Manchu 
dynasty. 


Dissolution of Parliament was de- 
manded by the military governors alt. 
er the Legislature refused last n.onth to 
declare war on Germany. Nish Ship 
Chun, military governor of Anhwei, 
said last week that he favored 4issolu- 
tion of parliament, but at the same time 
he gave warning that Gen. Chang Hsun 
should not be permitted to gu iv Pekin. 
If he should do so, Neh Shih Chun de- 
clared, it would be for the purpose of 
overthrowing the President and restor- 
ing the Manchu dynasty. 

Gen. Chang Hsun was in Tientsin, 70 
miles from Pekin, last week. and was 
accorded almost royal honors. 


TERMS OF ARMISTICE GERMANY 
PROPOSED TO RUSSIAN TROOPS 


Messages to Soldiers Promised End of 
Bloodshed but Wanted Conditions 
Kept Secret, 

LONDON, June 11.—It was after Gen. 
Dragomiroff had curtly rejected the 
peace proposals made to him by German 
military emissaries, about the middle of 
May, according to a Reuter dispatch 
from Petrograd, that the German Com- 
mander in Chief on the western front 
sent wireless messages to all Russian 
troops proposing an armistice by which 
he endeavored to pretend Russo-German 
military operations could be suspende.i 
without Russian defection from her al- 

lies. 

The German commander declared that 
his country was ready to meet the fre- 
quently expressed desire of Russia ant 
end the bloodshed by re-establishing tne 
former neighborly relations. The mes- 
sage invited Russia to send plenipoten- 
tiaries, but to abstain from demanding 
the publication of the German conditions 
so long as Russian considered herself 
bound by the secret treaties made by 
former Governments for the purpose of 
“destroying Germany and her allles. 

The message then declared that Ger- 
many’s enemies were fighting for the 
possession of the German colonies, Al- 
sace and Lorraine, Trieste, Constantino- 
ple, the partition of Asia Minor and for 
the levying of a heavy indemnity upon 
the central Powers.

COUNT ESTERHAZY, HUNGARY'S 
NEW PREMIER IS ONLY 36 


Long Regarded as Nation’s Political

AMSTERDAM, June 11.—Count Moritz 
Esterhazy. Hungary’s new Premier, who 
is 36 years old, has long been the politi- 
cal hope of Hungary, a Budapest dispatch 
to the Cologne Dispatch says, but no one 
reckoned that he would be placed at the 
head of affairs at the present juncture. 
He is a graduate of the University of 
Oxford and has sat in the House of 
Deputies 11 years. 

Count Tisza, the retiring Premier, re- 
cently invited Count Esterhazy to enter 
his Cabinet. Count Esterhazy served as 
a First Lieutenant of Hussars in the 
war. * 

Another Budapest dispatch says Em- 
peror Charles has taken occasion again 
to assure the Hungarian people he is in 
favor of an early peace as well as wide 
reform of the suffrage. 

On Friday a crowd estimated at 100,000 
persons marched to the Burgomaster’s 
office at Budapest, where Deputy Vas- 
conyi gave the Burgomaster an 
Esterhazy, urging the adoption of the 
secret vote and an enlarged franchise. 
The Emperor replied that, true to his 
promise, he would see that the suffrage 
reform was carried out and would util- 
ize the first occasion to conclude an hon- 
orable peace. *

Speakers at the Congress declared that 
the Don ‘peasants were in full accord 
with the Don Cossacks. 

The congress of p&asants, delegatea of 
all Russia, has joined in the movement 
kor the establishment of a republic in 
Russia. It has adopted a resolution in 
favor of a Federal republic on demo- 
cratic lines. 

The commission which is elaboratiny 
a law regulating the convening of ‘the 
conatituent assembly has fixed 18 years 
as the minimum age for a voter. It is 
argued that youths of 18 are fighting in 
defense of their country and are entitled 
to politica’ rights. : 

The Council of Workmen's and So'- 
diers’ delegates issued a statement re- 
garding the entry of their delegates into 
the provisional Government with a view 
of meeting certain criticisms of heir 
action. The statement says: : 

1. Socialist Ministers were sent into 
the Government by the Workmen’s and 
Soldiers’ delegates with the definite 
mandate to secure a general peace by 
agreement between the nations and not 
imperialistic war in the 
name of the liberation of nations. 

2. Socialistic participation in the Uov- 
ernment does not mean a cessation cf 
the struggle of the classes, but, on the 
contrary, its prolongation by political 
power. It was for this reason that ‘he 
entry of Socialists into the ministry 
with representatives of the Bourgeoise 
parties was impossible until some of 
the enemies of the Russian proletariat 
were interned and others were removed 
from power by the movement of the 
revolutionary masses the 2d and 3d of 
May. 

„„. The participation of the Socialists 
in the Government is being carried wit 
by conditions of the most complete lib 
erty being enjoyed by the proletariat 
and the army, this liberty being entirely 
unaffected by martial law, political cen- 
sorship or other restrictions. Organize! 
control by the working classes of their 
representatives is effective enough. 

“4 The entry of its representatives 
into the Government does not mean for 
the Russian proletariat the weakenirg of 
the bonds uniting it with Socialists of 
all countries who are struggling agaist 
imperialism, but. on the contrary, tne 
strengthening of these bonds by a more 
intensive common struggle for a general 
peace. 


BRITISH AMBASSADOR ASKS

PETROGRAD, June 11.—Sir George 
Buchanan, the British Ambassador, ad- 
dressing a great meeting Saturday night 
held under the avspices of the Russo- 
British Society, sali he had constantly 
tried to impress un former Emperor 
Nicholas that in the twentieth century 
an irresponsible attocracy was an 
anachronism which could not endure. 
Russia, the Ambassador said, had cap- 
tured the bastile f autocracy by as- 
sault in a single week and must consoll- 

date the new-won freedom. * 

“If ypu would weep it.“ Sir George 
continued, not only must you defend it 
against attacks of the enemy, but also 
drive him from the national territory in 
order that your brothers in those oc- 
cupted provinces ma; enjoy the same 
measure of freedom as yourselves. We 
look for you now to help relieve the con- 
stant pressure on our front by your- 
selves taking the offensive and thus 
bring the war to a speedy end and se- 
cure to the world the blessings of a per- 
manent peace. 

“We are not figoting for imperialistic 
aims. -We are fighting for the four 
great principles of lMberty, na ‘ 
reparation and permanent peace. There 
is nothing in our policy incongruous 
with the policy of uc ennexations or in- 
demnities if those words are rightly in- 
terrreted.”

The reason for this is not far to seek. 
France was the great military Power 
of the Continent from the beginning cf 
the Middle Ages, and led the world in 
the perfection of military science. As a 
natural result French became the mili- 
tary language. Young men from all over 
Hurope were sent te France for train- 
ing in the art of war, and returned 
home with a French vocabulary for ev- 
erything pertaining to their business.

Miss Bab Bell of the University of Mis- 
souri College of Agriculture calls atten- 
tion to the following amount of food per 
day which is recommended by Govern- 
ment specialists for a man who does 
fairly hard muscular labor: 1% pounds 
bread or 1 pound cereal; 2 ounces or 4 
cup fat; 2 ounces or K cup sugar, or be 
cup honey; 1% pounds fresh fruits and 
vegetables; & pound meats or meat gub- 
stitutes (4 ounces milk equals 1 ounce 
meat or meat substitutes). 

Miss Stanley suggests gravy a8 4& 
means of utilising fats that are ordi- 
narily wasted. Gravy saves fat in two 
ways. In the first place, it enables one 
to use the fat that is left in a vessel 
after meat is cooked, In case there is 
too much for gravy at one time, the 
clear upper portion can be poured off 
and saved for other use. 

Gravy saves fat indiréctly since it di- 
minishes the amount of butter used. It 
also offers a means of spreading the 
flavor of the meat, thereby reducing the 
amount of meat used. Housewives who 
make gravy, frequently notice a de- 
crease in the meat and butter bills. 

Gravy that is left over should be 
saved for meatiess meals and meatiess 
days. It may also be used with left- 
over meats, to flavor vegetables, to add 
to soups, or in various other ways.
